The

shipping department will remain on 
duty to handle shipment by truck. 
John Gadway, chief of industrial 
relations at J-M said the company 
was forced to close down because of 
the inability to ship the products.

School 
officials, 
supermarket 
apollo 15 near

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - T h e Apollo 15 astronauts 
reached the outer approaches to the moon with unerring accuracy 
today and unveiled a $17 million science laboratory in their spacecraft 
to begin m an's most ambitious lunar exploration. 
The cover of the specially equipped laboratory was jettisoned in 
space a few hours before the three-man ship reached the point to begin 
orbit of the moon, preparatory to a landing on the surface Friday. 
All was reported well by the trio—David R. Scott, Alfred M. Worden 
and Jam es B. Irwin—in their fourth day of the elaborate, 12-day 
mission. 
The astronauts first corrected their course with a precise rocket 
burst and then triggered a string of explosives that discarded the door 
to the laboratory 13,200 miles from the moon. 
“ We felt a little shudder, but not too much,” Scott reported as the 
door fell away. 
This was an important, significant step in the $445 million mission. 
It opened up the command ship’s new moon mapping cameras, and 
radiation sensors. 
The three American spacemen then prepared their 107,000 pound 
craft for its critical swing into orbit around the moon at 4:06 p.m. 
EDT. 
The astronauts wore spacesuits just in case something went wrong. 
But the operation went smoothly and the spacemen reported they felt 
far less shock than expected from jettisoning of the lab cover. The 5- 
by-9 1-2 foot panel floated away from the spaceship. 
Scott, the mission commander, reported to the ground: 
“ Jim ’s got it out his window and he’s taking pictures,” referring to 
Irwin. “ He says it’s slowly tumbling.” 
Trailing Apollo 15 by several thousand miles at the time was the 
spent last stage of the Saturn rocket that started the astronauts on 
their adventure Monday. 


Scott and Irwin are scheduled to land on the moon late Friday, 
several hours after the lunar module. Falcon, separates from 
Endeavor, the command I ship, leaving Worden in lunar orbit. 
The last stage of the Saturn was on a collision course with a site at 
the center of the moon’s surface facing the earth, impact was set for 
late this afternoon. 


The Apollo 15 neared the conclusion of the voyage to the moon with 
the cabin looking like a house wife’s laundry room. It was the 
aftermath of a leaky drinking water fixture that the astronauts were 
able to fix with a wrench Wednesday night. 
The astronauts were aroused at 7:37 a.m. EDT from a good night’s 
sleep with the report: “ All systems normal.” 


Flight director Glynn S. Lunney said of the water leak, “ We don't 
have any real concern about that at this tim e.” 
The Saturn rocket hulk was expected to crash the moon 53 minutes 
after Apollo 15 loops around the far side. The collision was expected to 
generate a force equal to the detonation of 11 tons of TNT. 


The resulting tremor was to be measured by two moonquake m eters 
left behind by earlier Apollo crews. Scientists hoped the nature of the 
subsurface vibrations would tell more about the moon’s makeup.

“ It was like an old west shootout, ” 
a police spokesman said. 
One of the captured gunmen and a 
bystander were wounded in the 
exchange of fire at Broadway and 
95th 
Street. 
Police 
said 
they 
believed the one robber who escaped 
also had been shot in the leg. 
Police said four radio patrol cars 
rushed to the Bankers Trust Co. 
branch at Broadway and 94th Street 
at 9:35 a.m. in response to a holdup 
alarm 
As the cars drew up in front of the 
bank, an armed man peered out the 
bank door, then retreated inside, 
police said Shortly after that five 
men left the bank.herding 12 men 
and women before them as hosta­ 
ges. 
At the 95th Street intersection all 12 
hostages suddenly dropped to the 
ground and the holdupmen opened 
fire. Seven policemen returned fire.

Due to large increases in the 
electric department and

services and supplies portion of the 
1971-72 preliminary budget is up 
more than $257,000 compared to last 
year 
Services and supplies has been 
estimated to run a little over $3 1 
million for the coming year In 1970- 
71 the total was a little over $2.8 
million 
The electric department accounts 
tor a major portion of this with an 
increase of more than $66.000 
Other large increases are shown 
in

and

maintenance,

Specific increases in the electric 


department include the doubling of 
labor and supplies for an increase of 
$18.000 to refurbish the power line 
system in the city; an additional 
$13,000 for purchasing power from 
PG&E. and what amounts to an 
$11,000 increase in administrative 
service charges. 
City Administrator Gene Wählers 
explained to the city council during 
a recent budget session that $34.000 
was transferred from electric in- 
lieu taxes to administrative service 
charge The service charge last year 
was $36,050 but Wählers is asking for 
$81,325 this fiscal year 
This results in a $45,000 increase 
in administrative service charges 
but Wählers said the combination of 
the two figures, in-lieu taxes and 
services charge, results only in an 
increase of $11,000 in the budget.

Mansfield made clear he still was 
opposed to the Lockheed rescue plan 
but his decision in favor of allowing 
the issue to come to a vote appeared 
to enhance chances by supporters of 
the plan to gain passage before 
Congress takes a monthlong recess 
starting Aug. 6

deterrent forces for the foreseeable future. 
The 1971-72 edition of Jane's painted this grim picture of 
declining American and booming Soviet naval and ballistic 
missile strength: 
—The size and relative capabilities of the U.S. Navy 
continue to decline "at an alarming rate 
The Soviet fleet 
now represents "the super-navv of a super-power. 
—The Soviet navy has already exceeded the United States 
in active surface ship and submarine numbers It has near 
parity in nuclear submarine strength and a larger nuclear 
submarine building program. 
—The only category of warships in which the U.S. Navy 
now and for the near future maintains a decisive advantage 
is the aircraft carrier. 
—The Sovietshave gained superiority over the United 
States in numbers of intercontinental ballistic m issiles and 
the megatonnage that can be delivered. Current Soviet con­ 
struction of six submarines a year could give the Soviet 
Union parity if not superiority in Polaris type submarines 
by 1975.

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Why not lady astronauts? 
Women's lib 
goes into orbit 


By LEE MUELLER 


CALGARY, Alberta, Can­ 
ada — (NEA) — Women’s 
rights advocates have been 
agitating recently for the 
creation of that marvelous, 
long-awaited American hero, 
the Lady Astronaut. This is 
the same group, of course, 
that has been arguing that 
the face in the moon’s sur­ 
face belongs to a woman. 
They ask: “ Sure, the U.S. 
space program has proven 
men can s u r v i v e on the 
moon, but how about Ger­ 
maine Greer?” 
No doubt, there are wom­ 
en among us who probably 
deserve to be sent to the 
moon. But officials at NASA 
contend that, among other 
things, no American female 
has the proper background, 
proper experience or proper 
physique for piloting moon 
missiles. 
To be sure, there are thou­ 
sands 
of 
w o m e n 
pilots 
around, but most male pilots 
will tell you they fly con­ 
traptions 
obsolete 
s i n c e 
Eddie Rickenbacker was a 
kid. 
“ You sort of expect the 
plane’s 
destination 
to 
be 
readable 
on 
a 
crankable 
sign above the windshield,” 
said an airlines pilot here. 
“ Most women pilots think 
being an astronaut is as 
simple 
as 
riding 
a 
sky­ 
rocket. They think an astro­ 
naut climbs in, buckles his 
seat belt, points the nose at 
the moon and lights the fuse. 
It ain’t like that, girls.” 
Such admonitions are un­ 
necessary, however. There 
are 45 men in NASA’s astro­ 
naut stable and no plans for 
additions. Besides, the Apol­ 
lo program has only two 
more 
flights 
before 
the 
space center turns its atten­ 
tion in 1973 toward estab­ 
lishing “ Skylab,” an orbital 
workshop. 
After that, 
the 
next venture will be “ Space 
Shuttle” in 1978—a kind of 
airplane transport between 
Skylab and earth. 
“ The personnel r i d i n g 
back and forth on the shuttle 
will be scientists,” offered 
an NASA spokesman. “ Some 
of them might be women 
who have qualified as scien­ 
tists.” (Or maybe, do you 
think, stewardesses?) 
At any rate, there appears 
little hope for a “ manned” 
flight program which will 
i n c l u d e l a d i e s —not for 
awhile, anyway. NASA can 
spout the reasons: 
• Appolo spaceships are 
not designed to allow for the 
biological 
differences 
be­ 
tween men and women. 
• There 
is 
no 
r o o m 
aboard spacecraft for the 
“ modicum of privacy” re­ 
quired by women, whatever 
that is. 
• “At the present time,” 


said the spokesman, piloting 
skill is a chief consideration 
. . . as long as primary re­ 
quirements include being a 
graduate 
of 
a 
test 
pilot 
school 
and 
having 
2,000 
hours of jet flying time, it 
will be difficult for wom­ 
en to qualify as astronauts.” 
Some women are working 
on it. 
Female jet pilots Gerrie 
Cobb and Jacqueline Coch­ 
ran have long preached for 
distaff 
spacemen. 
Several 
women reportedly applied as 
nonpiloting 
scientist - astro­ 
nauts but were screened out. 
Other women are just fed 
up with it. 
“ I think it’s about time 
they started involving wom­ 
en in the space program,” 
said Mrs. Cleo Sherbow of 
Baltimore. “ I don’t see why 
they haven’t started groom­ 
ing some women astronauts. 
Surely, there must be some 
girls in the 20-30 age bracket 
in this country who could 
qualify.” 
Mrs. Sherbow was a con­ 
testant here in the recent 
Powder Puff Derby, a trans­ 
continental airplane race for 
women sponsored by a cig­ 
arette 
company 
(Virginia 
Slims). 
“ If those cigarette people 
are thinking about promot­ 
ing women as astronauts, 
they’d 
better 
expand 
on 
their slogan a little,” ob­ 
served a female flyer from 
Seattle. 
“ Something 
like, 
‘You’ve come a long way, 
baby . . . but you sure got a 
long way to go!’ ” 
Mrs. Sherbow has flown 
more than 2,200 hours and 
claims 
it 
is 
known 
that 
women are better pilots than 
men. “Talk to anyone in the 
aviation field and they’ll tell 
you women are better be­ 
cause they care and because 
they’re more careful.” 
Like a certain rental car 
agency, a woman tries hard­ 
er, Mrs. Sherbow said, “ be­ 
cause she’s always had a 
problem 
m a k i n g 
herself 
heard. She’s always had that 
one b i o l o g i c a l hurdle to 
overcome.” 
We all know, of course, 
about that biological hurdle. 
Discrimination 
against 
fe­ 
males in the air is as com­ 
mon as it is on the ground. * 
“The only difference be­ 
tween a female driver and 
a female pilot,” said the air­ 
line pilot,” is a set of wings 
and a propeller.” 
Many 
women, 
however, 
contend 
t h a t , 
typically, 
males 
have 
made 
flying 
seem more difficult than it 
is simply to bolster their 
whale-sized egos. 
“ Sure,” said Mrs. Patricia 
Roemer of Missoula, Mont 
"flying requires no special 
talent Even a man can fly.”

real life/’ says C a r r o l l 
O’Connor. 
Archie Bunker is the big- 
league bigot on CBS’ sur­ 
prisingly 
successful 
show. 
All in the Family. And Car 
roll O’Connor is the talented 
actor who brings Archie to 
funny, frantic life. 
But that’s the sum of their 
relationship—Archie is the 
character. Carroll the actor. 
He merely plays a part, just 
as he has played many parts 
in his professional life. 
He is about as far removed 
from being a Bunker as a 
man can be. He says he has 
no prejudices, and he’s hon­ 
est enough so you have to 
believe him. 
Perhaps the tip-off on Car­ 
roll O’Connor’s utter toler­ 
ance is a letter written by 
his nine-year-old son, Hugh. 
As actors’ kids do, he likes 
to look through his father's 
tan mail. One day, he inter­ 
cepted a letter from a wom­ 
an who was obviously full of 
hate, and she ladled it out in 
her words to the actor. 


Carroll wasn’t aware of 
this until he happened to see 
a copy of the letter Hugh 
wr ot e to the woman. He 
keeps it in his wallet now 


This is Hugh’s letter: 


“ To Mrs. Helen X: 
“ 1 don’t like what you said 
about my dad. A matter of 
fact, I ’m very proud of him. 
I think you and your hus­ 
band should think it over, 
Besides, my dad loves ev­ 
erybody from every Nation, 
Country, State and Conte- 
nant (sic). My dad is just 
acting a biget (sic) on T V, 
to show what real bigets 
(sic) do and say. My dad is 
really a nice man. 
“ P.S. I hope you have 
learned your lesson and hope 
your husband learns it to. 
“ Sighned (sic) 
“ Hugh O'Connor” 


Hugh, an adopted son, was 
born in Home and Carroll 
and his wife got him when 
he was an infant. He is a 
blond, gray-eyed boy and 
Carroll says he knows noth­ 
ing of his background and 
doesn’t want to know 


“ They a sked me if I 
wanted to know and 1 said 
no,” he says. 
The boy’s past doesn't 
concern him He’s proud of 
his present. 
A few months ago, he 
came home from school and 
said, “ Dad. what is a Jew?” 
Carroll explained and then 
asked why he wanted to 
know 
It se ems that, at 
school, Hugh’s best friend 
had been picked on by the 
class bully because he was 
a Jew. Hugh jumped to his 
friend’s d ef e n s e and the 
bullv turned his wrath on 
him 
b e c a u s e you’re a 
wop.’’ The fact that he was 
born in Home accounted for 
that bit of prejudice. 
“ His other classmates call 
him ‘The Homan Numeral.” 
Carrol says, “ which I think 
is kind of cute." 
Even though Carroll and 
Archie are completely oppo­ 
site, in their philosophies, 
the actor thinks he knows 
the c h a r a c t e r he plays. 
Archie is modeled, loosely, 
on hundreds of people O’Con­ 
nor observed as a noy grow 
ing up in The Bronx and 
Queens in New York. 


“ The only thing I don’t 
know about Archie,” Carroll 
says, “ is what he does for a 
living. That's never been es­ 
tablished in the scripts 
I 
kind of imagine he’s an ele­ 
vator starter, or maybe the 
head of the janitorial service 
in a big building. 1 figure 
sometime it’ll be brought 
out in a script.” 
Sometimes he w o r r i e s 
about this relationship with 
Archie.

NEW YOHK - (NEA) 
The American Bar Associa­ 
tion (ABA), never known as 
a hotbed of revolutionary 
thought, is maintaining its 
reputation, grappling clum­ 
sily but decisively with the 
few signs of legal activism 
that surface in its member­ 
ship. 
In its recent annual meet­ 
ing, the influential 150,000- 
m e m b e r 
organization — 
traditionally a fertile source 
of mayors, governors, con­ 
gressmen and presidents -re­ 
buffed a resolution calling 
for withdrawal ol American 
troops 
from 
Vietnam, 
blocked an effort to call on 
the U.S. government to hire 
lawyers 
to 
represent 
the 
poor and generally kept on 
paddling straight down the 
mainstream 
of 
American 
life. 
The perpetuation of the 
ABA’s 
p a s s i v e 
leanings 
comes as no surprise to its 
critics, 
one 
of 
whom 
is 
Michael Tigar, a young law­ 
yer who has just left the law 
faculty at UCLA to become 
a visiting fellow at the Cen­ 
ter for the Study of Demo­ 
cratic Institutions in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 
“ The ABA represents a 
species of social parasite de­ 
voted to making sure that 
the prerogatives of their pro­ 
fession are maintained and 
enhanced,” 
T i g a r 
says. 
“ Politically, the ABA center 
of gravity is a little to the 
right of Attila the Hun and 
it is dominated by people 
who 
measure 
success 
in 
middle- and upper-class 
terms, 
people 
who 
serve 
whomever 
has 
money 
to 
spend.” 
Tigar says the law has 
lived up to its ideals in pro­ 
tecting against “ repressive 
government” but he is gen­ 
erally pessimistic about the 
future.

“ The new generation of 
law students is increasingly 
interested in creative, inno­ 
vative use of the law in ef­ 
fecting social change,” he 


adds. “ But once they get out 
of school, they all have to 
eat and values tend to serve 
those who have the money 
to buy them.” 
Arthur Kinoy, a law pro­ 
fessor at Rutgers University, 
Newark, N.J., is more hope­ 
ful but nonetheless critical 
of the ABA. 
“ Even during the ’50s and 
’60s when the law was mak­ 
ing such progress in the field 
of civil rights for blacks, 
the ABA was dominated by 
Southern lawyers and did 
little to help,” he says. “ It 
has never been responsive to 
the needs of society and it 
has been repudiated by the 
new generation of lawyers 
who are trying to make a 
reality of the paper prom­ 
ises of the Constitution.” 
The only real activist call 
at the ABA meeting came 
from New York Mayor John 
V. Lindsay who launched an 
appeal for increased aggres­ 
siveness by lawyers. 
“ I believe the law can 
forge new remedies for our 
ills and develop new judicial 


protection for our rights.” 
Lindsay <aid. “ I believe ‘ac­ 
tivism’ i-i a healthy trend. I 
believe 
lawyers 
are 
and 
should be leaders in the fight 
to reform our economic and 
political institutions.” 
Lindsay urged that law­ 
yers take the lead in solving 
problems in the areas of pol­ 
lution, consumer protection, 
wiretapping, drug abuse, 
gun control, the legality of 
the Vietnam war, “ no-fault” 
insurance and the cities. But 
his speech had all the im­ 
pact of a bean bag thrown 
against a brick wall. 
While the ABA, now in its 
94th year as the dominant 
lawyers’ 
organization, 
has 
tiptoed into many of Lind­ 
say’s areas of concern, it 
operates on a slowly but 
surely policy that doesn't 
approach the elan the New 
York mayor urged. 
ABA president-elect Leon 
Jaworski told the group’s 
Law Student Division: “ Our 
professional commitment to 
the law is not merely a mat­ 
ter of technical mastery of 


it. Our commitment is a mat­ 
ter of accepting the very 
values of order and tranquil­ 
ity that law expresses.” 


During debate in the ABA 
House of Delegates on the 
'Vietnam withdrawal resolu­ 
tion, 
one 
young 
lawyer 
pleaded, “ We’ve seen what 
happened to the American 
Medical 
Association: 
Less 
than half the doctors in the 
country belong to it^ already 
and their membership is de­ 
clining because it isn’t fac­ 
ing up to today’s issues. We 
can’t let that happen to us.” 
(ABA membership is also 
less than half of the coun­ 
try’s lawyer population but 
is rising.) 
The House of Delegates, 
however, voted down the 
resolution, just as the ABA 
board 
of 
governors 
had 
tabled a committee recom­ 
mendation urging that fed­ 
eral funds be used to supply 
lawyers to the poor. 
The tone had been set by 
Chief Justice Warren Burger 
in an interview published in 
the New York Times at the 
start of the meeting: 
“ Young people who decide 
to go into the law primarily 
on the theory that they can 
change the world by litiga­ 
tion in the courts I think 
may be in for some disap­ 
pointments,” 
Burger said. 
“ It is not the right way to 
make the decision to go into 
the law. and that is not the 
route 
by 
w h i c h 
b a si c 
changes in a country like 
ours should be made. That 
is a legislative and policy 
process, part of the political 
process. And there is a very 
limited role for courts in this 
respect.” 
Burger was sitting at the 
speakers’ table, frowning, a 
few days later when Lind­ 
say made his call for acti­ 
vism. 
Neither Burger nor any­ 
body else at the ABA lunch­ 
eon 
interrupted 
Lindsay’s 
speech wi th cheers, 
ap­ 
plause, or cries of “ Right 
on.”

Several weeks back Congressman Charles M Teague 
of the 13th Congressional District, representing Ventura 
and Santa Barbara counties, devised a questionnaire to 
his constituents concerning the issues ot the day It was 
not a simple yes or no questionnaire, but a well-thought 
out multiple choice document. 
The results are in and. in some instances, surprising 
Congressman Teague asked what alternative lus 
constituents 
preferred 
in 
dealing 
with 
general 
disagreement of the present welfare system A total ot <>4 
per cent of the 40.000 responses, stated that the present 
system should be reformed with a work requirement and 
with the federal government substantially inc reasing its 
share of the financial responsibility. Thirty-nine percent 
sought to throw out the present system, place a 
minimum income level, use state and federal funds and 
provide incentives to work. The 54 per cent tavor a 
Reagan plan; the 39 per cent, the federal plan which 
recently passed the House and was supported b\ I eague. 
From the hue and cry raised by the Vietnam doves, one 
would think that to not pull out of Vietnam right now . 
completely, would be against the will of the people. Not 
so in the response to Teague's questionnaire. 
I he 
continual withdrawal of U.S. combat troops by stages, 
while strengthening the South Vietnamese ability to 
assume 
responsibility 
for their own security, 
is 
supported by 58 per cent of the two-county constituency. 
Withdrawal of all U.S. troops immediately drew a 
response of 19.5 while 11.2 per cent favored increasing 
our military effort to achieve a military victory 
A great divergence of opinion is retlected in the 
question of oil activity in the Santa Barbara channel. 22 2 
per cent favor full scale production should be pursued in 
the channel provided the Interior Department s new 
regulations are observed; 14.3 per cent favor a sanctuary 
created seaward of Santa Barbara and around the Island 
with 
immediate drilling allowed elsewhere under 
Interior s safety regulations; 27.2 per cent tavor a

sanctuary created seaward of Santa Barbara and around 
the islands with moratorium elsewhere in the channel 
until certain criteria can be met to insure drilling with 
minimal risk; 30 per cent favor a sanctuary on all 
federal lands within the channel and 6.3 were undecided. 
Obviously, some type of control of oil activities is the 
wish of the people. 
We were surprised that poverty and hunger rank as the 
number one domestic priority in Ventura and Santa 
Barbara 
counties. 
Unemployment 
ranked 
second; 
environmental problems, third; inflation, fourth; drug 
abuse, fifth; education, sixth; criminal enforcement and 
court improvement, seventh; mass transit, eighth and 
civil rights, ninth. 
Sixty per cent of the constituency favors diplomatic 
recognition of Communist China. As Congressman 
Teague comments, “ ping pong diplomacy appears to 
have had its effect.' 
On pollution abatement and recycling, more than 67 
per cent of those responding to the questionnaire demand 
that 
the government 
set pollution and 
recycling 
standards for industry, and after a specified time period, 
fine those who do not meet them. We say fine, but why 
only single out industry? Why not standards tor 
individuals also? 
We are surprised that 48 per cent of the constituents do 
believe that recent criticism of the media is valid, and 
for television and radio should be dealt with by federal 
legislation that requires informing the audience if a 
program has been edited. We agree that the audience 
should be informed if a program has been edited for we do 
not support editorial “ tricks.' But we do state that good 
newspapers make an intensive honest attempt to print 
the truth as they know it. 
We agree with Congressman Teague's comment 
concerning this question:. . were the question asked Is 
the 
criticism 
of 
government 
valid0 
an 
equally 
affirmative response is probable.

Not so many years ago, when an 
animal was bought at a fair s junior 
livestock auction, the young man or 
woman 
who sold 
the animal 
received the sale price ot the animal 
only when the buyer got around to 
making payment In some cases, the 
time interval between sale date and 
payment date ran out to several 
months. 
And in 
a 
tew cases, 
payment never was made by the 
buyer, and the youngster who sold 
the animal suffered the financial 
loss. 
But a few years ago the Bank of 
America stepped in and set up a 
program where the bank would pay 
the youngster the day following the 
sale. 
The 
responsibility 
for 
collecting for the animal then rested 
with the bank The young man or 
woman involved received his money 
without delay. 
What this means as far as Bank ot 
America is concerned is an annual 
outlay of over $3 million, interest 
free, so that members of the 4-H and 
FFA promptly get their money In 
addition, 
the bank hosts either 
breakfasts, luncheons or dinners 
following each auction to present 
checks to the young people. It also 
means that 
the bank 
furnishes 
personnel to clerk the auctions and 
write out the checks. 
In the case of our own county fair, 
the bank advanced over $117,000 in 
payments to young people. T his 
amount, which is, in effect, an 
interest-free loan, will be repaid to 
the bank by the buyers over the next 
several months. 
This service is one which is most 
appreciated by our young people and 
by the adults who serve as their 
leaders.

It is strange that the New York 
Times, which characterizes itself as 
the newspaper of record

Since the 
movement got started in Lompoc 
Valley less than 10 individuals have 
volunteered to assist the group s 
recycling operation at 308 N. H St. 
That’s not many considering the 
50,000 — plus residents in the Valiev. 
D espite 
the 
Publics 
apathy, 
ho w e ver, 
the 
leaders 
are 
as 
dedicated today as 
they were when the 
ecology movement 
burst on the horizon 
a couple of years age 
__ 
Their recycling effort has a nice 
sound to it. It also takes a lot of 
elbow grease. Smashing bottles and 
cans so they take up less space is a 
back-breaking chore. That's what 
recycling is all about. Since the 
group 
opened 
shop 
they 
have 
collected more than 30,000 bottles; 
20,000 aluminum and steel cans; and 
nearly 
100,000 
pounds 
of 
newspapers. 
They 
have 
also 
collected 
large 
quantities 
of 
cardboard, 
paper 
sacks 
and 
plastic 
foam, 
the 
latter 
items 
awaiting marketable outlets. 
Proceeds from the sale of the 
materials are donated to worthy 
community 
services 
including 
conservation 
and 
environmental 
projects. A recent contribution for 
example sent a child to an ecology 
summer camp. 
Efforts of the group were also 
applied to the successful campaign 
to get 
the city’s beautification 
committee elevated to commission 
status according to a spokesman. 
And so it goes. 
Members 
of the 
group quite 
frankly need help. The first of each 
week their muscles are sore from 
the effort of smashing cans and 
bottles. They reason that just a few 
more sturdy spirits would make the 
projects less laborious for the few 
who are presently doing the job 
And there may be some ingenious 
reader who can devise a machine 
that will smash the bottles and 
compress the cans automatically.

The Water Commission's three- 
member committee studying the 
proposed water rate hike has proved 
to have a mind of its own. Three 
meetings have been held with city 
staff members on hand to supply 
information and another meeting, in 
private and without the staff will be 
held tomorrow night. 
Commission 
members 
and 
members of the committee are 
playing it close to the chest, but this 
columnist has learned that there is 
no immediate consensus to go along 
with the city's proposal to hike the 
rates by 20 per cent. In fact at least 
one member is known to be critical 
of a raise of that much. At the same 
time the three commissioners are 
taking the proposal apart paragraph

In a brief 
conversation the other day, he 
complained bitterly that the city had 
depleted the water department's 
capital outlay fund to finance other 
city programs and that the city now 
finds itself in dire straights for 
funds to rehabilitate the water 
distribution 
system 
Another 
commissioner told this columnist 
that he now looked with a critical 
eye on the raises granted key city 
officials in the light of the water 
rate increase proposal. 
What ever the outcome of the 
committee 
effort, 
one 
thing 
is 
certain, the committee and the full 
commission are not going to be a 
rubber stamp for the city staft 
proposals. This is not to say all 
seven of the commissioners or even 
any one of them ultimately will balk 
at some raise As a matter of fact 
Commissioner Ed Rodgers for one 
has been adamant in emphasizing 
the need for a water rate hike 
sufficient to rehabilitate the system 
over periods of years. 
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
